A very iarge congregation was pres­ 
ent at the Mission at St. L u k e ’s Episco­ 
pal church last evening to listen to the 
Rev. Dr. Lloyd of Cleveland, Ohio, on

“ Amusements

7fieir lv ilation to the C hristian R e ­ 
ligion.” 
E ve ry auditor was attentive 
to the end of this one of the most im* 
portant eve%ings of 
the 
M issio n . 
A 
large number of questions were sent to 
Dr. Lloyd, all of which were carefu lly 
answered. Am ong the rest were these: 
"'A h / d o e s not the Episcopal clergy 
attend m inisterial meetings and tax« 
part in union services?” and 
“ W h y 
does not the Episcopal church 
recog­ 
nize the m inisters of various C hristian 
denominations as m inisters?" 
In repiy the Mlssiuuer stated 
that 
the reason for not taking part in 
the 
services mentioned, by Episcopal c le r­ 
gymen, were deep 
and 
radical. 
The 
Missioner delared that there are two 
conceptions of the C hristian church 
current in the world; the first, 
which 
has always prevailed and is 
held by 
ninety-seven per cent of the Christians 
of the world, is that C h ristian ity is a 
divine institution with 
a human 
mis­ 
sion. 
The second conception 
is that 
Christianity is a 
human 
institution 
with a divine »mission, ¡and 
has 
been 
held only since the 
Reform ation. 
S j 
long as the first conception 
prevailed 
Christendom suffered but slight dis­ 
tractions 
or 
dissensions. 
W ith 
tne advent of the seooud came a horde 
of dividers and Tenderers, so that mor»* 


than 300 different denominations < f 
Christians of the world 
are the 
pro­ 
duct 
of this second opinion. 
Dr. 
Lloyd sai 1 that C h rist either eatab 
iished a church on earth, or 1 ie did not. 
If He did, He established it know irg 
the wants of H it creatures to the end 
of the world, and therefore the wants 
of the people of Dixon. 
The organiza­ 
tion 
of sects which 
followed 
the 
Reformation was a practical denying 
of the omniscience of God, the Son, and 
an irreverent, though doubtless well- 
intentioned, attem pt to supply what 
God had 
presum ably neglected con­ 
cerning the spiritual 
needs of 
llis 
oHldr^n 
Hence from 
the position 
first stated there is no alternative but 
to believe that 
these 
various 
dis­ 
tractions and divisions of Christendom 
were, therefore, though 
not intended 
to be, a kind of rebelll n against the 
law and order of the kingdom of God. 
Such a position as this would have to 
oe 
surrendered 
by 
the 
Episcopal 
priest before he couid

denominations, the Missioner expressed 
himself as glad to have an opportunity 
to state that the Episcopal church had 
never denied any where the claim s of 
Methodist, Presbyterian, Baptist.

ministers. 
They claim ed to be more preachers 
and would resent with indignation be­ 
ing called priest, hence the Episcopal 
church grants to them, 
in common 
with all baptized Christians, the claim 
they make to be simple preachers. 
A ll 
Episcopal 
clergym en 
agree 
herein 
Thus the 
Episcopal 
church 
adm its 
their claim s, wuiie they decline to ai 
low the Episcopal claims. 
A fter these and o tte r questions bad 
been disposed of, the preacher treated 
the subject of amusements to the e v i­ 
dent gratification of the large number 
of persons in attendance. 
He pointed 
out how that 
religion was the glad- 
.iener, and not the aaddener of

lives, and was so designed by A lm ig h ty 
God. 
C&rd-piaying, dancing, threate-
